Meetings are being conducted at the Corrine Sain Senior/Community Center, 515 
Silver Street, N. Richmond, CA 94801.  Meetings are accessible (via) ZOOM.   
COVID protocols are still in effect. 
 
 
CALL TO ORDER 
The meeting was called to order at 5:05 p.m.  Board members present were: 
Annie Merridith-King, Martha Nieto-Serrano, Jorge Rico Vera, and Beverly Scott. 
Absent were: Dulce Galicia. Princess Robinson and Don Gilmore. 
 
 
APPROVAL OF AGENDA/MINUTES 
Beverly motioned to approve the agenda and the minutes.  Jorge second, all are in 
favor. 
 
 
PUBLIC COMMENT 
Cordell HIndler/Richmond Resident:  Cordell invites everyone to the weekly Richmond 
Rotary Club meeting.  A public holiday auction -  will be auctioning off a  trip to Mexico 
and Hawaii. Lunch will be served, tickets are $25.00.  The event starts at 12:30 p.m. 
 
 
Latifah Abdullah/Urban Tilth Garden:  A reminder that public comments are open for the 
housing element.  They are due December 19th. 
 
 
Wants to know if there is a resource guide for the public.  People are coming by the 
garden, inquiring about housing etc.  Annie says to check in with her, she developed a 
resource guide in the past.  It may be helpful, and it could be brought up to date. 
 
 
Elanor Thompson/Social Inc:  Showing interest in purchasing a Las Deltas scattered 
site property.  She would like to open up a resource center for teenagers. 



 
 
She says that Supervisor John Gioia may have come up with an idea, to help her with 
the progress of the resource/training center. 
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LAW ENFORCEMENT AGENCY REPORTS 
Lieutenant Ernest Loucas/RPD: Reporting for the month of November 2022. 
There has been a significant decrease in part one crimes.  Which includes assault with 
firearms or assault with other weapons.  There is a significant decrease in robberies.  
 A decrease in property crimes, that include residential burglaries.   Unfortunately, the 
number of vehicle thieves on the property has gone up.  While out shopping be cautious 
when placing packages in your car.  Place packages in your trunk prior to getting to the 
malls. The thieves are watching you. Did see an increase in calls for the shot 
spotter.  Sideshows continue to be an issue.  There were four sideshows over the 
weekend. Trying to put together an inter-agency task force to stop the sideshows. 
 
 
The efforts to control the homeless encampments are in progress.  A security company 
has been hired by the City to assist in controlling crime within the encampments. Stolen 
vehicles are the main issue.  Trying to hire a code and enforcement officer.  Will be 
picking back up the monthly tow days.  Tow days are extremely effective. 
 
 
Tania says that the Sheriff's department did meet with the PTA at Verde school. 
This is the second time that they have met with the parents, to talk about safety issues 
at the school. 
 
 
Martha says that they will have meetings once a month, to meet with the Sheriff's 
department, and to develop protocols for safety issues. 
 
 
Annie acknowledges Supervisor John Gioia’s presence at the meeting.  He says that he 
is here tonight to listen. He invites everyone to the Annual Verde School Xmas event 
this Thursday night.  
 
 
ITEMS FOR DISCUSSION AND/OR ACTION 
Todd Wright/Assisting Nana Wall Systems:  Recommendation for pre-application, File 
#22-00004 NanaWall.  The proposed location is Brookside Drive and Giant Road, off of 
Fred Jackson Way.  



 
 
The company manufactures sliding glass walls and folding walls.  They are used at 
major sports facilities and also in homes and are shipped all over the U. S. and Canada. 
 
 
Buildings already exist, and the plan is to expand the operation.      
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ITEMS FOR DISCUSSION AND/OR ACTION CONTINUED 
The project is 130,000 sq. feet.  The development will be done in two phases. 
HBA Architects will design the buildings.  It is expected to hire (100) employees. 
 
 
Trucks will be directed to the N. Richmond Parkway.  Supervisor Gioia says that all 
proposals are required to operate zero-emission, this includes trucks and equipment.  
 
 
Laticia asks about the trucks, and whether they will increase traffic. She also asks will 
anything at the company affect the quality of the air in the neighborhood. Cynthia asks if 
the company will be using solar panels.   
 
 
Motion to look forward to entertaining the company.  Beverly accepts recommendations 
to support the project.  Jorge seconds, all are in favor. 
 
 
PRESENTATIONS and Proclamations  
Pinkie Young/Watershed - Hope Gardens:  The Hope Gardens project is in its fifth year. 
The purpose of the project is to involve N. R. residents in providing a beautiful green 
space on their streets.  Foster a sense of pride in one’s block.  Encourage neighbors to 
care for their street by setting an example.  Create a habitat for pollinators such as 
butterflies and bees. Enhance walkability in the neighborhood and encourage people to 
spend time outdoors.  
 
 
The goals for year five:  Plant five more gardens in N. R.  Spend more time explaining 
the project to prospective garden adopters to ensure full participation.  Schedule 
planting days so that garden adopters can participate.  Put signs in the completed 
garden to increase visibility and communicate project goals to the public. 
 
 



Pinkie asks would you like to adopt a Hope Garden?  Requirements are space, 
willingness, and ability to maintain the garden.  Watering during dry months, weeding, 
and keeping the space mulched.

Matt Murdock/CEO and Founder of RAVEN  SR Project:  Mr. Murdock started the 
presentation with their local history.  Daniel and C. L. Best inventors in San Leandro, 
CA, and co-founders of Caterpillar Tractor. Dr. Terry Calloway, professor in 
Environmental Engineering at UC Berkeley and Section Leader at UC’s Lawrence 
Livermore National Lab managing projects in hydrogen, authored - 225 papers and 
books.  Partners for this project include Hyzon, Chevron, Samsung, Itochu, and  
Ascent Hydrogen Fund.  
 
 
Began Intellergy, Inc. In Richmond, CA in 1995. Technology was developed and 
commercialized in 1980’s and ’90s.  The first major commercial clean fuels project is 
proposed for Richmond in 2023.  The company does have multiple partners.   
The company has the support of the union. 
 
 
They will be operating inside the landfill, partnered with Republic Landfill. The purpose 
of the project is to convert waste into high-energy gas. Will bring waste in once a 
day.  Will hire ten to twelve employees. 
 
 
What is Green?  Five garbage trucks per day of organic waste will produce 1,600 MT of 
hydrogen.  Enough to travel 97+ million miles in a car or 12+ million miles in a truck. 



Diverting 23,000 MT of organic waste from the landfill and avoiding 758+ MT of CO2 
Emissions. It is about cutting carbon pollution. 
 
 
Supervisor John Gioia says that there is a state law that was passed to reduce 
methane.  This project would take green waste that would be composted, and put it 
through a process, to create hydrogen. Annie is impressed, just to see how this is 
converting waste into fuel. Tim invites Matt to be a part of the Sea Level Rise project.     
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AGENCY/PROGRAMS REPORTS 
Jessica Waldon/North Richmond Mobile Tool Library:  Saturday, January 21, 2023, will 
be the grand opening for the tool library.  The location will be at NRMBC parking lot  
FJW and Gertrude Avenue.  There will be several workshops, food will be served, and 
tabeling is available. Tools will be available for loan. 
 
 
The tool library has been supporting beautification projects in the community. 
 
 
Shields Reid Neighborhood Council is not present.  Tania says that there was a great 
event last month:  The Harvest Festival was a great success. 
 
 
Tony Ucciferri, Special Assistant to the Executive Director, and Hana Phalen, Fellow 
Housing Authority CCC:  The RQ for the first phase of the selling of the Las Deltas 
units, will be coming out in January.   
 
 
Housing has opened up two or three spots on the selection panel, those are the people 
that will review the proposals for the one-dollar scattered sites and determine which 
developer will get those units.  
 
 
This is not in regard to the main campus, which will follow a similar process, sometime 
next year.  If anyone is interested in serving on the panel you must live in North 
Richmond and not be planning on purchasing one of the sites for yourself or for your 
organization.

Las Deltas Public Housing Site
● Originally 214 units of family housing – 95 units occupied/119 vacant

○ 134-unit main campus, 11.38 acres [demolished]
■ Head Start Building, HACCC Office Building, Project Pride Building

○ 80 scattered sites (38 duplexes, 4 single family homes)
○ 81 households displaced/relocated when HACCC closed down the property (in 

phases) 3-5 years ago (given Housing Choice Vouchers/Section 8 Vouchers or 
space in other HACCC public housing)

● 3 separate processes of selling this land
○ Below Market Value Sales ($1) of 16 scattered sites
○ Fair Market Value Sales of remaining scattered sites
○ Main Campus – competitive process Request For Proposals (RFP) later 



Below Market Value ($1) Sales
● 16 duplexes or single family homes available for purchase through a Request for 

Qualifications evaluated by a panel of staff, community leaders and resident leaders.

○ Renovate and then sell units to low-income households.

○ Each entity limited to 5 properties each. Must demonstrate capacity to renovate and 
market units appropriately.

○ Entities MUST certify to giving priority to former public housing residents of Las 
Deltas, then North Richmond residents [specifics not determined], and lastly the 
general public. 

● Housing Authority will maintain a list of eligible buyers to market the units to

● Former Las Deltas residents are being offered support to prepare for homeownership,  if 
they choose to participate



Market Value Sales
● Remaining 52 scattered sites to be sold at market value so Housing Authority can 

recuperate lost funds

● The $1 sales get first pick so it will be the “best” 16, market value is the remainder.

● Timing TBD. Will be put on the market after the first 16 are transferred to new owners.

Main Campus
● Developers will be selected in a competitive Request for Proposals process.

● Timing TBD. Will start after scattered sites sold.
